ing “ certainly shortens’’ the life

“ I do believe we’ll see a change 
in smoking habits among doctors 
and some change in the smoking 
habits of the American people with 
in a year,” Cameron said 
One Chance In 50 
Cameron said a 50 year old man 
who smokes a pack or more of 
cigarets a day has tw ice as much 
likelihood of dying within W months 
as the 50-year-old man who has 
never smoked

man of 50 who 
smokes a puck or more a day has 
about one chance in 50 of dying 
within a year and a half 
Rut the 
non smoker has alxmt one chance 
in IOO of dying in the same period 
Cameron and bis associates, Dr 
E. Cuyler Hammond, director of 
the Cancer Society’s statistical Re 
search Division, aud Dr 
Daniel 
Horn, assistant statistics research 


director, said they themselves have 
given up smoking cigaret 
Cameron advised teen-agers not 
to smoke and said the society would 
advise parents to try to keep ’heir 
children from smoking
